For the first time in years, a neatly- 
printed folder was issued to, inform 
the public at large as to the true 
standing of Illinois Home for the Aged 
and Infirm. 

Incorporated under the Laws of Il¬ 
linois in 1905, and dedicated on June 
17, 1923, this Home-which is located 
at 4539 South Parkway, Chicago, has 
steadily maintained its service to the 
present. „ 

The following is an excerpt taken 
from the said folder: 

The home owns a three-story and base¬ 
ment itrey-stone front and hard-pressed 
brick residence of twelve rooms, oak finished, 
with a hot water heating plant, and a large 
two-story hard-pressed brick garage, which 
were purchased for thirteen thousand dollars 
and decorated and improved at an ouUay 
of twelve hundred dollars. 

The home has an endowment fund of 
thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars, 
which is invested in bonds and bank savings, 
bringing about two thousand dollars annual 
ly under favorable business conditions 
The home has the treasurer bonded and 
his account audited every year by a certified 
public accountant. 

The home is maintained as follows:— 

By- the intseaai income of the Endowment 
Fund. 

By cash and memorial gifts; proceeds of 
bazaars, picnics, special drives, dances, sup¬ 
pers, card parties and other entertainments. 

By one-half of the annual membership 
dues paid-by members to the Illinois Asso¬ 
ciation, and also patron membership fees tent 
by friends to the Home treasurer. 

By donations of fruit, vegetables, 
canned fruits, jellies and other eatables sent 
by friends to the Home. 

The home cares for fourteen residents at 
present. It has admitted twenty-one appli¬ 
cants since* the date of dedication. Six of 
them have passed to the Home beyond 
One* has withdrawn. It also keeps two 
women,' under the age limit, working for 
their room and board. 

The home employs a matron and super- 
intendent and a housekeeper" on a salary 
basis. 

The home allows an average monthly 
budget of about three hundred and ninety 
dollars

The soan oflife, the total possiblt 
number of years from birth to death, 
in man is qbout a hundred years. It 
remains a constant quantity through¬ 
out the ages. The people of today 
have no greater span of life than the 
people of ancient history. theGreeks, 
the Hebrews, or the Egyptians. The 
average age at death, which fs now 
ill the United States fifty-nine years 
is far greater than it was with those 
ancient people, but the number of 
people in each thousand that reach 
extreme old age"above ninety years 
old i is no greater now than it was 
three thousand years ago.. 

There are far more people above 
fifty years old now than previously, 
th< average age at death is increas¬ 
ing, but the total span of life, the 
extreme age to which one may hope 
to live, remains the same through 
centuries. The number of people in 
each thousand who live beyond nine¬ 
ty is unchanged. 

It isanteresting to note that all 
individuals-of all the various forms 
of life have a specific length of life 
which they may attain under favpr;- 
able conditions, and then thev die 
Each is so constituted that it ceases 
to live after a certain length of time, 
as a clock ceases to run after so manv 
da vs after it is wound np. In the 
single-celled varieties, as the amoeba, 
a few hours or a few days is the 
normal limit of the life of an individ¬ 
ual, which ceases to exist either by 
division into two daughter cells or 
by dissolution after death. 

In the insect world the duration of 
life from the hatching of an egg to 
the death of an adult varies'from 
four or five weeks as in plant lice 
to seventeen vears as in the cicada 
falsely called loenst, of America 
which lives seventeen years as 
grub, worm”'and only one month 
as a winged, singing ’’locust.” The 
mayfly, I.r anv of the ephemerida 
lives onlv a day after it emerges 
with wings in its adult stage. Most 
butterflies live less than one year 
from the hatching of the egg into a 
caterpillar. The worker bee lives 
four months; the queen bee lives 
twe or three years. Some worms 
live only a Week. • 

The large clsm of the Pacific Is¬ 
lands, tridacna gigas, whose shells 
are five feet long, live nearly a hun¬ 
dred years. 

The length of life of most fishes is 
not yet made out, but there is a 
reason to believe that manv of them 
live for centuries. Fishes and reptiles, 
continue to grow as long as they live, 
their duration being as a rule longer'| 
than birds and mammals. Salmon 
live to the age of a hundred years, 
carp to a hundred and fifty, and pike 
to two hundred years. Alligators 
and crocodiles live more than a hun¬ 
dred years. Toads live thirty years. 
Small land tortoises have been kept 
in captivity over a century. Certain 
of the immense tortoises of the Gal- 
lapagos Islands are known to be 
more than two centuries old. 

Some birds live from eight to 
twenty-five years; gulls forty years; 
ravens and crows and owl* sixty 
vears: ducks and geese fifty years; 
ostriches fifty vears; «wans seventy 
years; parrots eighty years; eagles 
and falcons more than a hundred 
vears. 

Among mammals rats and mice live 
from three to six years; rabbits and 
squirrels ten or twelve years; bats 
seventeen years; sheep and goats 
twelve or fourteen years; lions, tigers 
and bears twenty-five years; 'cows 
twenty-five vears; elelphants fifty 
vears; whales probably live as well 
as the largest animal. Monkeys and 
apes ’ive from seven to thirty years, 
the largest size living the longest. 
Man lives a hunded years in rare 
instaucea; Cases reputed to be much 
more tnan this are believed to be 
errors of reckoning. 

The duration of life among plants 
is equally varied as it is among ani¬ 
mals. The oldest living thing is one 
of the Big Trees of California. It is 
four thousand years old. 

Some of the fungi live but a few 
days; manv plants live one year; 
others, as many herbs, live two 
vears; shrubs live from four to ten 
years; trees with soft wood, as poplars 
and willpws, live for fifty years. 

The age of large trees may be 
definitely known by counting their 
annual rings of growth. In this we 
find that they live to various ages, 
from the tint, which lives three 
hundred years, to the giant trees of 
California, the largest thing that has 
life. They are three hundred feet 
high and thirty feet in diameter. 
Most of them are more t[|an two 
thousand years old._ Several of them 
aie three thousand years old. A 
baobab tree in Cape Verde Island is 
estimated to be three thousand years 
old. It has a diameter of thirty feet 
but is not tall .—James C. Harris in 
Georgia School Helper. 


A few years ago. writes a con¬ 
tributor, my father brought a young 
possum to the house intending to 
fatten and kill it. Turning it loose in 
the kitchen, he told my mother that 
he would fix a place for it the next 
morning. 

Of course, the children were an¬ 
xious to tame and pet it; so we 
spread a newspaper on the floor in 
front of the cupboard, under which 
the young animal had retreated. On 
‘he paper we placed a saucer of bread 
and milk, an apple and a potato. 

The next morning the first thing 
that the children thought of was the 
possum; but oddly eijongh they could 
not find him, though the bread and 
milk and the apple had been eaten, 
except for a small piece: even the 
newspaper was missing. We all join¬ 
ed in the search but without success, 
and finally we concluded that the 
creature had escaped from the house. 
The following morning, however, we 
were astonished to find that three or 
four eggs from the day’s taking, 
gathering under the kitchen cabinet 
had bcen^aten*. It seemed that the 
possum bad not left the house after 
all. 

Again we searched;"we looked 
behind and beneath almost every 
piece of furniture in the house and 
even took a Lyitern and searched the 
garret. At last, reluctantly, wewere 
obliged to cease our efforts. Ap 
parently the animal was able to enter 
and leave the house somehow. 

That night I was awake with 
severe toothache. Some time after 
everyone was asleep I heard a pe 
culiar stir and rustle in the kitchen 
Slipping out of bed and tiptoeing to 
the door of the dining room, which 
led to the kitchen, I hastily struck a 
match; in the glare I caught 
glimpse of a furry object as it .leaped 
from the cabinet to the floor and 
glided away into the darknes. 
Striking another match, I made sure 
that all doors that led from the kit 
chen were fastened. Then, pleased 
with my discovery, I went back 
bed; it won’d, I thought, be an easy 
task to find the possum in the morn 
iog. 

But morning revealed nothing; we 
could not find him. Since the dav 
was Saturday, I began as usual 
glean. In one corner of the kitchen 
stood a washstand that we had made 
from a cracker box; a partition 
divided it into two compart 
ments. In the lower part we kept 
large washbowl; in the upper part 
was a pitcher to match and various 
other articles, which we seldom 
used. I drew the washstand away 
from the wall to remove the contents 
and clean them. As I took hold of 
the pitcher I was astonished at 
the weight of it. Placing it on the 
floor, I looked inside; there «eeined 
to be nothing there except a piece 
of newspaper. I took it out, and 
what did I see but the possum! 

Removing him, we found also 
several articles that we had missed. 
He had made a comfortable bed of a 
towel, a scarf, a pair of mittens and 
the newpaper. Not having the 
heart to keep the little fellow a 
prisoner anv longer, we gave him his 
freedom.— Youth's Companion.

The Food Value of Fish 


It 


There are two popular but erroneous 
notions regarding the use of fish in the 
diet. The first is tfiat when for any 
reason the physician has forbidden the 
patient to eat meat he can still eat fish 
with impunity. Sometimes, if he 
suffering with one or more of certain 
diseases, especially ' diseases of the 
kidneys, and must therefore avoid ex 
tractives,—substances that give the 
flavors to meats, but that, taken 
undue amount, may poison the sy¬ 
stem,—he may eat fish; for fish 
poor in extractives. But when the 
physician’s object is to restrict as far 
as possible the intake of proteins the 
object is defeated by substituting fish 
for some varieties of fish contain al 
most as much protein as chicken 
Iamb contains. The second erroneous 
belief is that because fish is rich 
phosphorus it is a “braih food.” 
is true that the brain, like all nervous 
substance, contains phosphorus, but it 
does not follow that eating an excess 
of phosphorus-containing foods will 
improve the thought processes; fur¬ 
thermore, the statement that fish 
especially rich in phosphorus is not 
supported by fact. 

Fish is nevertheless very valuable 
both as a source of energy and as 
nutritive substance. The energy that 
comes from eating fish is owing largely 
to the amount of fat that it contains. 
But the different varieties of fish vary 
greatly in that respect; salmon and 
eels are among, the fattest of fish 
whereas cod contains less fat than lean 
beef does. The nutritive, tissue-build 
ing property of fish is inferior to that 
of meat, since in general the protein 
content is less, but the difference is so 
slight that we may ignore it. 

The best Way to cook fish is to broil 
or to roast it; boiling dissolves out 
much of the nutritive material. Among 
the most nutritive fishes are herring, 
salmon, cod, halibut, eels, mackerel 
and trout. The fatter fishes are eels, 
halibut, herring, mackerel and salmon. 
Oysters and clams contain compara¬ 
tively little nourishment and little fat, 
but are very digestible, especially when 
eaten raw. The lean varieties of fresh 
and smoked fish are in general more 
digestible than meat, [>ut cod and 
other fish digest slowly.

In the southwestern mountain 
and deserts, writes Dr. William T 
Hornaday, the common donkey be 
cotnesv^ burro and takes on a mil 
wild-WeSt—ftnvor. He is the silen 
partner of the tired and hungry pro 
spector and the luckless pack anima 
of the rainless lands. He looks like 
a philososher, and most of the time 
he must act like one or die. 

Once upon a time, while running 
loose in Sonora, old Mexico, I stray¬ 
ed into the neighborhood vf a lot of 
wild burros and became distantly 
acquainted with them. Thev lived 
along the middle section of the Son-, 
oyta River, between the Sonovta 
Oasis and Pinacate Peak, near the 
boundary between Mexico and the 
United States. 

There were perhaps fifty of those 
animals, and they made it quite clear 
that they would have no^dealings 
with us. They were wilder than the 
mountain sheep that we found later 
on. To obtain water when the So- 
noyta River was dry they did just 
what the wild zebra herds do in Brit¬ 
ish East Africa under similar circum¬ 
stances. They selected the most 
promising spots in the dry river bed. 
and with their front feet dug hoL-s 
down to where water was held fast 
on tied* of waterproof clay. We 
saw several ot their waterholes, 
some wet and some drv; the usual 
depth was about three feet. 

But, though these Burros had no¬ 
thing to do hut to graze and search 
for water, they wete not altogether 
happy. They longed for good society. 
At night when our horses had been 
picketed in the best grass available, 
and the catflpers had settled down in 
their sleeping bags, those burrot 
would draw nigh and pour out their 
lonescmencss in wailing hee-haws 
that rang afar over the plain. It 
sounded like the lamentations of Iqst 
souls floating around in space. 
Those renegade burros actually 
longed for social contact with the 
civilization that they had flouted and 
scorned. As we lay in onr places, 
all undefended, they would gallop 
all round our camp, while we hoped 
that their hoofs would not land on 
our stomachs.

No one doubts that the ocean is 
salt. It seems reasonable to snppose 
therefore that the ice of salt water 
must also be salt, but the inference 
is only partly correct—a fact that 
many polar explorers, says Mr. Vil- 
hjaliuur Stefansson in the “Friendly 
Arctic,” have never found out. 

When sea iee forms it is saltv, 
though perhaps not quite so salty as 
the water from which it is made, 
during the winter it probably loses 
a certain amount of salt, though even 

April and May ice formed daring 
the previous October is still too salt 
for ordinary use in cooking. In June 
and July, when rains begin and the' 
snow melts, little rivulets, trickling 
here and there over the ice, form a 
network of lakes connected by chan¬ 
nel* of sluggishly flowing waters 
whose ponds and streams are not 
salt, and when they freeze the follow¬ 
ing year the ice from them will 
supply tfie purest water possible both 
for cooking and for drinking. So 
the polar explorer need never fear 
for his water supply.
